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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicants' response (amendment) to the office action, filed on March 1, 2004 has been 
considered and the rejections under 35 USC 112, first paragraph and 102(a) are withdrawn in 
view of the amendment. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. Claims 40, 43-44, 47-48, and 51-52 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention is directed to an isolated, substantially purified nucleotide sequence 

consisting of SEQ ID No. 3 and wherein said nucleotide sequence is in a screening system and is 

a marker for compounds exhibiting insulin regulating properties. 

The prior art of the record teach only the sequence comprising said SEQ ID NO. 3. In 

view of the absence of either teaching or suggestion of sequence consisting of SEQ ID No. 3 and 

its insulin regulating properties, in the prior art of record, the present claimed invention is novel 

and non-obvious.
